Other Soviet 
Columns Drive 


West of Volga

MOSCOW, Friday, Jan. 15.—() 
The Red army ~“olling northwest- 
ward through the Caucasus now 
has advanced more than 125 miles, 
reaching Sotnikovskoye near the 
Kalmyck steppes, and Cossack cav- 
alry and Red tank men are pu 
suing the still retreating Nazis, it 
was announced today. 


The occupation of Sotnikov- 
skoye, about 65 miles above the 
Mineralnye Vody-Rostov railway, 
marked a 26-mile advance yester- 
day from the Zhuravskoye area to 
the south. It brought the Caucasus 
‘army within 45 miles of the Kal- 
| myck region, where other Red 
|army forces pushing southward 
‘from Stalingrad are operating. 


Other Soviet columns operating 
in the Kalmyck republic were 
‘driving steadily westward after 
crossing the lower Volga river at 
the beginning of their offensive. 


(Earlier in the week Reuters 
reported that Soviet forces 
sweeping across the Kalmyck 
steppes had joined with other 
Red army units in the Levo- 
kumsky area east of Sotnikov- 
skoye.) 


Rail Station Seized. 


In their strides yesterday the 
Red army operating along the 
Mineralnye Vody-Rostov railway 
toward Armavir seized Suvorov- 
skaya, 15 miles northwest of Min- 
eralnye Vody, the communique 
said. They also took the railway 
station of the same name as well 
‘as the settlement of Grazhdansky- 
|Pervy, 20 miles east of Miner- 
alnye Vody. 

Along the Don river at the 
'northern end of the Caucasus the 
Russians were beating off repeated 
| Nazi counterattacks which cost the 
enemy 1,000 dead and 22 tanks 
| yesterday,’ the communique said. 
wThe Red army is operating only 
| 60 miles.east of Rostov, and ap- 
parently is meeting its heaviest 
opposition in this sector because 
of the obvious threat to that Naaj 
communications hub. 

At one point, the speedy Rus- 
sian advance enveloped a concen- 
itration camp where many prison 
ers were set free.

Willkie Lashes 
At Post-War

Says ‘They’re Trying To 
Look Ahead by Look- 
ing Backwards.’ 


DURHAM, N. C., Jan. 14.— 
(INS)—Wendell L. Willkie struck 
out tonight against government 
planners of the post-war world 
who, he said, “are trying to look 
ahead by looking backward.” 

Too many of the “planners, 
Willkie declared in an address pre. 
pared for delivery at Duke Univer- 
Sity, “are seeking the future in 
ine past. 

“I find in many of their speeches 
an attempt to solve everything by 
their pet economic theories, the 
Same attempt that has nearly 
ruined us during the tast 10 or 15 
years . 

“Economics Indispensable.” 

“The study and 0practice of 
sound economics is indispensable 
to a successful solution of the 
peace. And vet even sound ecco- 
nomics cannot define the aim ol 
the peace, ior the aim of the war.” 

It is “quite proper,” Willkie said, 
that there should be discussion at 
this time, of the matter of war 
aims. 

“Yet I have listened to some of 
these speeches with misgivings, 
he ‘vent on. “I have shuddered to 
hear a member »%f our government 
Dianning, when the war is over, to 
police the educ.tion of our late 
anemies, after the traditional man- 
mer of conquerors. 

Post-War Education. 

“To take whatever measures are 
necessary to prevent re-arming, 
ves. To remove from the necks of 
the people an enslaving totalita 
Tian rule. certainly. But having 
Gone that, education is another 
matter. It must grow out of and 
tarry on a native culture. To de 
termine the nature and manner of 
their education is the right of men 
everywhere. And alien ideals 
Superimposed by force will only 
produce resentme t and hatred.” 

(Willkie apparently was re- 

ferringeto a passage in Vice 
President Wallace's war aims 
speech of December 28, when 
the vice president called for 
“supervision. or at least in- 
spection, of the schoo! systems 
of Germany and Japan, to un- 
do so far as possible the 
diabolical work of Hitler and 
the Japanese war lords in 
poisoning the minds of the 
young.’ ) 

Theme of Willkie’s address was 
the danger in the current wartime 
trend toward elimination of lib- 
eral arts education in favor of 
technica! training. We linked this 
trend with the coincident trends 
toward what he termed “idoliza- 
tion of individual men,” and to- 
ward the suppression of free dis- 
cussion through unnecessary cen- 

sorship.

The 1943 session of the general assembly of 
Georgia has made an excellent beginning. 
Under the law the legislature is permitted a 
10-day organization session, followed imme- 
diately by the regular 60-day session. 

This legislature, however, has cut that or- 
ganization period in half. In five days it has 
completed its organization, ready to adjourn 
today and begin the regular session next Mon- 
day. 

By this action alone the state has been 
saved approximately $11,000, according tw 
House Speaker Roy Harris. 

Add to this action, the introduction of many 
bills designed for the carrying out of various 
features of the program outlined by Governor 
Arnal) during his campaign, and indorsed by 
the people when they voted overwhelmingly 
for him in the Democratic primary, and it is 
evident the legislators are determined to avoid 
all needless waste or delay and, as efficiently 
and promptly as possible, carry out their gov- 
ernor’s pledges to the people. 

Indicative of the trend, is the fact that 50 
members signed, as co-authors, the bill, offered 
by Representative Ben Fortson, of Wilkes 
county, to reorganize the Board of Regents of 
the State University System, in order that never 
again can politics attempt to take control of 
higher education in the state. | 

That same bill has already been given com- 
mittee approval in both houses and is ready 
for reading before house and senate on Monday. 
Other important measures are in similar ad- 
vanced position. In 24 hours, senate commit- 
tees have reported out, favorably, 15 bills while 
the house committees passed upon eight bills 


in one hour. 

The important emergency appropriation bill, 
to operate for six months, was approved in 
five minutes by the house committee on appro- 
priations. Members said it was not discussed, 
the entire committee feeling that Governor 
Arnall had explained it so fully and so well 
in his budget message that further discussion 


was unnecessary.

Seems Illogical 

James Caesar Petrillo, president of the 
American Federation of Musicians, has forbid- 
den members of that union to make musical 
recordings in any form. The ban has been in 
effect since August 1, last. 

On Tuesday of this weck, Petrillo told a 
commiftee of the United States senate that 
the purpose of this order was to create more 
work for union musicians. Beyond this he 
would make no Statement, despite repeated 
criticisms of the order by committee members 
who said it was not only injuring the war 
effort, in that it kept music and its morale- 
building influence from the armed forces, but 
it had gained no benefit for the union or its 
membership. 

Recorded music is used, chiefly, by the 
smaller broadcasting stations and by “juke 
boxes” in small business establishments. If it 
is Petrillo’s objective to force such places to 
hire living musicians in place of using the 
mechanized means of music presentation, he 
must be totally unfamiliar with conditions. 
There is not one such user of recorded music 
in 10,000 who could afford to pay the salaries 
of living musicians. 

Musical aggregations which, formerly, play- 
ed for these recordings were, of course, paid for 


doing so. Thus it is evident that Petrillo, in- 
stead of creating more vork for his union 
members, has actually deprived them of a 
source of considcrable income. 

At the committee hearing Petrillo said that 
only on one circumstance would he rescind his 
order against the making of musical records. 
That was, on direct request of President Roose-

Difficult To Realize 

It is difficult for Americans, accustomed to 
a land of overflowing plenty, to realize condi- 
tions in a country where the population has 
been pauperized, practically 100 per cent. 

This, however, is the state of affairs in 
Greece today, on which the Axis has laid an 
utterly ruthless and heavy hand, probably in 
brutal reprisal fgr the magnificent defense put 
up by the Greek armies when Italy first invaded 
their land. 

Greece is today suffering under an almost 
complete lack of food which? coupled with in- 
evitable price inflation for what small com- 
modities remain, makes it impossible for anyone 
to live except by accepting free rations from 
soup kitchens—when there are any. 

Greek currency is almost worthless. Cost of 
living has multiplied between 200 and 300 
times, while wages have been raised only to 
twice their pre-war levei. The average indus- 
trial or commercial worker can secure the 
necessities of life for not more than two days 
by using all a month’s pay. 

If comparative prices were in effect in the 
United States, we would be paying approxi- 
mately $22.50 for a loaf of bread; $27 for a 
dozen eggs; $14 for a pound of rice; $22.50 for 
a pound of sugar; $11.00 for a cake of soap; 
$1,500 for a suit of clothes and $400 for a pair 
of shoes. 

These figures are t’ ken from information 
sent to George Moore, chairman of Greek War 
Relief for Georgia, by national headquarters 
of the Greek War Relief Association at New 
York. 

“Before the inauguration of regular monthly 
relief shipments,” said Mr. Moore, “432,000 per- 
sons were registered in Greece as entitled to 
a daily ration from the public soup kitchens. 
However, the kitchens could serve only 132,000 
daily, so the people could receive food only 
once in every two or three days. 

“Since last August 78,000 tons of foodstuffs 
have been sent from America to Greece, which 
has helped the situation materially. But the 
toll of famine is frightful, even today and will, 
unavoidably, continue so. Only by keeping up 
our shipments of food can some 3,000,000 per- 
sons have any hope of bread.” 

These shipments of food are distributed 
under auspices of the International Red Cross 
Committee, by a joint commission of the Swed- 
ish and Swiss Red Cross societies.

- Peanut Victories 

National Peanut Week is to be celebrated, 
beginning on January 21. 

W. B. Jester, executive secretary-treasurer 
of the National Peanut Council, has stated tht 
southern peanut growers will celebrate two 
victories during that week. 

One is the record production of 2,504,000,000 
pounds of peanuts in 1942. 

The other is the growing realization by 
Americans that the peanut is one of the 
nation’s most nutritious foods and a vital war 
necessity as well. 

Peanut oil, under the increased production 
program, is replacing much of the fats and oils 
which formerly were imported from eastern 
regions now cut off by the war. The uses of 
peanut oil in industry are innumerable. 

The peanut is a valuable food -in many 
forms, not the least important of which is as 
an ingredient in the making of nutritious, 
palatable spreads for bread which will be in 
increased demand because of the national but- 
ter shortage. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wickard has asked 
that 5.500.000 acres be planted to peanuts in 
1943. In the year just ended, 3,690,000 acres 
were harvested, nearly double the 1941 pro- 
duction. 

Yet southern peanut producers are setting 
the Wickard quota as their goal for 1943, with 
high hopes it will be completely realized.

If we would reduce this serious

individual among us striving to 
the utmost to keep himself, or her-

ease. By each one of us exercis- 
ing constant vigilance against acci- 
dent, by obeying all @e rules of 
safety first, we can eliminate, if 
we will, a large proportion of in- 
juries from accident. 

This applies to us all, but espe- 
cially to the tens of thousands who 
will be going to work in factories 
this year, for the first time. Inex- 
perienced workers are always apt 
to underestimate the importance 
of the safety rules which have 
been adopted in all factories. They 
must remember these have been 
compiled as a result of experl-

TO BE IN FASHION It is fashionable just now to write 


pieces about Mrs. Roosevelt, and so I 
may as well go along with the fashion. 

I suppose it is unnecessary to call attention to the fact that 
these sort of fashions change, as do other fashions. For a while it 

was fashionable to write pieces about Mrs. 
Perkins and to tell the sordid little stories about 
her. 

I suppose, also, it is unnecessary to remind 
one and all that “they” did the same things 
to Mrs. Andrew Jackson. Old Andy, being an 
impulsive gentleman, killed one man for telling 
a dirty story about his wife. After that they 
were very careful to whisper and not say 
anything out loud. 

Mrs. Abraham Lincoln was subjected to the 
same sort of treatment. She was, from all 
accounts, a woman who became very neurotic 
in middle age and was a very real trial to that 
patient person, Mr. A. Lincoln. She bawled 
out generals in public and often publicly ac- 
cused some innocent female of being too in- 
terested in Mr. Lincoln. Mr. Lincoln never 
seemed to say anything more severe than “Now, 
mama. Now, mama. Things will be all right.” 

The stories;about Mrs. Woodrow Wilson are rather well known, 
I suppose. Also the stories about him. 

Well, as I say, these things are not important and neither are 
the stories. Some of the stories are funny, possessing real humor. 
But most of them are the product of little minds and are spread 
by little, dirty minds. 

As for criticism of Mrs. Roosevelt, that is all right. No one 
objects to criticism if it is honest. Even if it is mistaken, it is 
all right so long as it is honest. 

It made a good many persons angry when the malicious propa- 
ganda about “Eleanor Clubs” was exposed as a complete fabrica- 
tion. They had wanted to believe that. They wanted to be angry 
at someone because their cooks had left a job which extended 
from 7 a. m. to 6 p. m. and paid $6 per week, for one in some 
defense plant or factory paying $15 per week. Or, if they were 
skilled, $25. That was terrible and awful and ought not to be 
allowed, a lot of lazy women said, and straightway helped spread 
the “Eleanor Club” story. 

That was exploded and there hasn't been much for them to 
say of late except to repeat the dull, stupid stories and to denounce 
her for almost everything wrong with the war or our own domestic 


economy. 
A LITTLE WEARYING I find it all very tiresome, but it is 

popular, and so when I am around 
and the Mrs. Roosevelt stories start, I just sit there and listen to 
the stories I hawe heard over and over and over. 

Now and then I do take a gander at those present, just to see 
for sure, once more, that they are all adults and otherwise normal 
persons. I just wonder about it. 

I wonder if it never occurs to them how stupid it is for grown 
people to be spending their time telling dull stories about a lady, 
but we always have done that in this country. We have got away 
from the methods employed by Andrew Jackson, and sometimes 
I think that is a bad idea, too. 

In a way, all this serves as a very useful escape. In a time 
when people are angry about rationing, and suspicious of everything, 
it does them good to take out their anger on Mrs. Roosevelt. So, 
maybe it is useful. Even so, I. think most of it is stupid and 
unworthy of adults, but don’t misunderstand me. I can take it. 
And it is all right with me. I am writing this, I think, because 
two persons stopped me during the course of Thursday and told 
me two jokes about Mrs. Roosevelt which I had heard two years ago. 

I merely want to call attention to the fact that it is historically 
a part of our American scene. They like to smear their Presidents 
and the wives of their Presidents. The lowest they go, I guess, 
was with regard to poor Warren Harding, who died just ahead of 
the end of the era which Mr. Westbrook Pegler has dubbed “the 
era of wonderful nonsense.” 


CRITICISM I think Mrs. Roosevelt is the most able Presidential 
wife we have ever had. I also think she is a 
splendid person and entirely honest. 

In fact, her forthrightness is so great as to be a fault. I think 
she speaks out unnecessarily on subjects which often are being 
asked her just to bait her or to obtain material for another article 
of denunciation. 

She is a zealot, as most women 
very foolish things, but I know she does them out of an honest 
forthrightness. To try and imply some sinister motive is just 
so much straining. Most of her acts are warm-hearted. impul- 
sively generous acts. 

I am a great admirer of Mr. Westbrook Pegler’s art. He writes, 
in so far as style is concerned, like an angel.

That is, 
plus his genius for writing, his greatest strength. A fact. inci- 
dentally, which his critics are wont to overlook, to their sorrow.

I think, it so happens, he has written so much criticism of Mrs.

Marine, After Sub Trip, Knows Jimmy Parham } 
How It Feels To Be ‘Torpedo’ 


(The following story was 
written by Sergeant Richard J. 
Murphy Jr., 107 East Woodbine 
street, Chevy Chase, Md., 
Marine Corps combat corre- 
spondent, and distributed by the 
Associated Press.) 


COCO SOLO, Canal Zone, Jan. 
3.—-(Delayed)—Now I know how 
it feels to be a torpedo. 

When it was arranged that I 
was to get a ride on a submarine, 
I never imagined that I would also 
act as gun captain at a “battle 
surface.” a maneuver in which 
the first man out of the conning 
tower, a gun captain, is literally 
sucked out onto a sea-washed deck. 
But I wouldn’t have missed it for 
the world. 

This was the first opportunity 
I'd ever had to go down in a sub. 
Out of all I'd heard and read, all 
I could remember. was that (1) 
they were hot as blazes’ when sub- 
merged, and (2) I would just 
barely have room to move around. 

Appearance of Sub. 


The sub was far from preten- 
tious in appearance with no gleam- 
ing brass or shiny paint visible. 
After all, I reminded myself, this 
boat isn’t rigged for a Navy Day 


exhibition. With the arrival of the 


commanding officer, the Diesel en- 
gines started, mooring lines were 
cast off, and we slid away from 
the dock 

I was left on deck with three 
other military passengers. None of 
the three had ever been aboard a 
sub before. From the conning tow- 
er came the cry, “Rig for dive!” 
the four of us scurried—or should 
I say, squirmed—below. A subma- 
rine. hatch doesn’t permit much 
excess poundage. 

I was a little lost at first, but 
when I entered the control room 
I felt right at home. It looked just 
like the ones I had seen in the 
movies, with wheels and dials and 
flashing lights and myriad gad- 
gets. o 
Acted as Guide. 

There were lots of other things 
to see. A junior officer acted as 
guide. Much of his technical lan- 
guage, I must confess, I didn’t 
follow. If I had said “I don’t un- 
derstand” every time I actually 
didn’t, we'd still be down in that 
engine room. 

I did, however, begin to appre- 
ciate that just as the officers must 
“double in brass,” so everything 
on a sub serves a double purpose. 
There’s no such thing as waste 
space or waste motion. 

Surprisingly, though, there was 
plenty of room to move in. True, 
I couldn’t always stand upright 
and sometimes I had no choice but 
to stand. But I had pictured my- 
self moving about on hands and 
knees, dripping with oil and per- 
spiration 

Air Conditioned. 

My notion about “dripping with 
nerspiration” soon faded when I 
discovered that the boat was air 
conditioned. Rather than suffer- 
ing from the heat, the men aboard 
told me that they occasionally 
were chilly. 

I went back to the control room 
for I wanted to watch the diving 
process. I was surprised to find 
that we were already 40 feet be- 
low surface. I hadn’t even known 
it' The ringing in my ears, which 
I had been waiting for, didn’t hap- 
pen. From the way I felt I might 
as well have been on the biggest 
battleship in the fleet. 

I got a look through the peri- 
scope and turned out to be no tele- 
scope-with-a-bend-in-it. What with 
various handles to manipulate, 
waves moving in front of it, and 


the fact that the ship I was trying 


to see wouldn't stand still, I con- 
sidered myself lucky to get two 
fieeting glimpses of my “target” 
in about five minutes. 
Inspected Library. 

Abandoning the periscope as not 
intended for use by a Marine ser- 
geant anyway. I went back to the 
erew’s quarters for a cup of cof.- 
fee. It was darned good coffee, 
[I might add. I inspected the li-

which 


brary which was well stocked with 
books and copies of current mag- 
azines. 

In the officers’ wardroom, one 
of my fellow passengers was read- | 
ing a book on the life of Farragut. 

I learned that a Klaxon horn 
which I heard sounding was the 
signal to prepare to submerge. 
There was a second horn which 


signaled men in the engine room 
to alter the speed of the motors. 
Collision Alarm. 

I was prepared for those, but 
not for what happened the next 
minute. A shrill whistle screamed. 

“Collision alarm” somebody 
shouted. 

Now I was in for it. Men rushed | 
around me, behind me, practically | 
over me. Everybody had a_ job, | 
it seemed, but the lone Marine. | 

After a couple of very tense 
minutes, it was all over. Only a 
test. And all the while, I had 
been trying to remember the last 
time I'd been swimming. 

In about an hour, all the lights 
out. Tests of emergency | 
lighting, I was told. A couple of 
scattered bulbs—the emergencies, 
flickered on, casting deep shad- 
ows. I could see that subs are 
always prepared for emergencies. 

When we submerged again after 
lunch I was careful to stay in the 
control room. Soon after we had | 
submerged, an officer suggested 
that I might like to see a “battle 
surface.’ That's the maneuver in | 
the sub comes up and be- 
gins fighting on the surface with 
her deck guns. Since he was a 
man short, the gunnery officer 
made me “gun captain.” |

The 
force of the pressure was so great 
that I felt like a torpedo being 
blasted out of its tube—only I was 
heading skyward. 

I ran to the starboard ladder, 
slid down to the gun deck. | 
sloshed forward and went through 
the routine in which the gunnery 
officer had instructed me. We 
fired some practice shots and it 
was all over.

Lieutenant (j. g.) Tom Evins, 
29-year-old torpedo officer on the 
Laffey, made the comparison here 
yesterday when he came home on 
leave after having been wounded 
in the battle. Lieutenant Evins, 
member of a prominent 
family, lives at 188 Fourteenth 
street, N. E. 

Evins literally treaded water 
with death, the ship exploding as 
he swan 
be 20”°—from her. He was struck 
by flying debris and wounded in 
three places. A yard or so either 
way. he admitted, and he might 
not have been here describing the 
battle. 

“In-Fighting” Told. 

“In-fighting is the word for it,” 
Evins explained. “You usually 
talk of scrapping at close quarters 
in brawls and boxing rings. But 
this was strictly in-fighting. 

“The story you had in The Con- 
stitution Wednesday morning real- 
ly painted a good picture of what 
happened. We were coming down 
the channel and the Japs were 
coming up. When we came togeth- 
er, it was just like spreading your 
fingers and then _ interlocking 
them. 

“We were on a collision course 
with a battleship. At full speed 
we went in, dropping our torpe- 
does before we got there. We may 
have been too close. Then we 
passed so close to the battleship 
that you could almost touch it. 

“It was like racing a train to a 
crossing with an automobile. You 
know you're gone if you don’t beat 
the train. We knew we were gone 
if we didn't get by that battleship 
It looked like a skyscraper from 
the sidewalk as we went by. 

“Then the in-fighting§ started. 
Every one was blazing away with 
everything. The battleship cut 
loose with a salvo which dropped 
tons of water on us. I didn’t know 
it then, but we cracked down on 
the superstructure of the battle 
ship and tore it off.

Thrift Corner 


A woman’s part on the home 
front extends beyond the feeding 
of her own family: she must dili- 
gently save every particle of food 
to make sure that there'll be 
enough for everyone. By “saving” 
we mean the most careful use of 
even the tiniest scrap, even the 
spoonful of cereal which can be 
scraped from the saucepan! Are 
you doing it? Let’s start! 

Mix leftover cereal of any kind 
with a few raisins, and a little 
orange or lemon rind and use it as 
a stuffing for baked apples. or 
pears. Or add it to soup as a 
thickener or stir it into the meat 
loaf, or into muffin or pancake 
batter. 


Tomato and Oatmeal Soup: 
Place 2 cups canned tomatoes in 
a saucepan with 1 cups water, a 
sliced onion, a smal! piece of bay- 
leaf, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon 
sugar and 1 carrot, cut fine. Cover 
and heat to boiling point. Add 1-2 
cup leftover oatmeal and simmer 
30 minutes. Rub through a strainer 
and serve very hot. A _ bouillon 
cube or a bit of meat stock may 
be added to give a meat flavor, in 
which case omit salt or use less. 


Baked Stuffed Apples: Mix 1-2

Charge Against Sentenced in 


OPA Denied Records Case 


Henderson Says Viola- 
tors Refunding Treas- 
ury Overcharge. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(4)— 
Price Administrator Leon Hender- 
son tonight denied charges by Rep- 
resentative Herter, Republican, 
Massachusetts, that the OPA ex- 
torted “hush money” from price 
ceiling violators and said the tak- 
ing of voluntary contributions for 
violation of federal regulations 
was originated by Herbert Hoover 
as food administrator in the first 
World War. 

Henderson declared that volun- 
tary payments to the Treasury 
were accepted only in _ cases 
“where the violator admits the 
overcharge and freely agrees to 
settle the matter in this manner.” 
Complete information on ‘he pol- 
icy, he added, has been given to 
congress and the public in quarter- 
ly reports. 

In citing a “well established 
precedent” for the practice, Hen- 
derson said Hoover originated the 
policy of requesting violators to 
refund any excess charges or to 
jmake an equivalent contribution 
to the Red Cross. Henderson said 
Hoover's authority to accept them 
“was never challenged either in 
the courts or in congress.” 

Other federal agencies make 
similar adjustments in cases that 
do not involve willful violation, 
the price administrator said. 

An OPA spokesman said these 
contributions amounted to about 
$400,000. 

Herter declared that the proced- 
ure “has no sanction either in law 
or in conscience” and that it was 
“perilously close to blackmail.”
